This  Institution  was  first  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
j  State  of  Tennessee,  in  the  winter  of  1866-'67,  as  the  East  Tennessee 
Wesleyan  College.  It  commenced  its  first  collegiate  year,  under  the 
j  charter  thus  granted,  on  the  4th  of  September  1867.  At  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  its  name  and  title  were  changed  to  East  Ten- 
nessee Wesleyan  University. 

The  University  is  pleasantly  located  in  the  town  of  Athens,  McMinn 
county,  on  the  East  Tennessee,  Virginia  &  Georgia  Eailroad,  half  way 
between  Knoxville  and  Chattanooga.  It  is  easily  accessible  from  all 
parts  of  the  State.  For  beauty  of  scenery  and  healthfulness  of  climate, 
Athens  is  justly  celebrated,  and  in  these  particulars  is  not  surpassed 
by  any  other  town  in  the  State. 

Persons  in  the  low  country,  and  from  all  malarious  sections,  will 
find  this  a  vei-y  desirable  place  to  send  their  children. 

It  is  situated  in  an  intelligent  and  moral  community,  where  but  few 
temptations  to  vice  and  dissipation  can  meet  the  student,  compared 
with  those  always  to  be  found  in  larger  towns  and  cities.  The  habits 
of  the  citizens  are  such  as  to  justify  and  encourage  industry,  simplic- 
ity of  style  and  a  rigid  economy,  so  as  to  render  the  expense  of  living 
among  them  less  than  at  most  other  Institutions  of  a  similar  grade  in 
the  State. 

Koorn  accommodations  are  amply  sufficient  for  all  purposes  of  Col- 
legiate and  Normal  instruction.  The  main  College  Building  is  a  sub- 
stantial brick  structure,  70x50  feet,  three  stories  high,  with  large,  well 
finished  and  well  furnished  rooms  for  Recitation,  Chapel,  Library  and 
Literary  purposes.     The  grounds  are  extensive  and  pleasantly  located. 

Persons  desiring  admission  must  be  able  to  present  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character.  Where  they  have  been  members  of 
other  Colleges,  a  certificate  of  proper  dismission  therefrom  should  be 
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presented.     Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  classes,  if    on  ex-  ; 
animation  they  are  found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications. 

All  students  are  required  to  dress  simply  and  inexpensively.     It   is  j 
hoped  that  no  parent  will  fail  to  aid  in  carrying  out  this  regulation.     It  ] 
is  earnestly  desired  that  parents  will  prohibit  their  children  from  con- 
tr acting  debts,  at  the  stores.     They  are   injurious  to   all    parties.     Let  j 
them  buy  only  as  they  have  money  to  pay. 

A  student  having   satisfactorily    completed   either   of    the    regular  j 
courses  of  study,  will  be  entitled  to  graduate,  and  to   receive   a   suita- 
ble Diploma,  on  the  payment  of  the  usual  fee,  provided  all  dues  to  the 
College  have  been  settled. 

A  record  of  Scholarship  and  Conduct   is   kept  by   each   instructor, 
which,  at  the  close  of  each  term,  is  publicly  read  and  placed  upon   a  j 
permanent  record.

REMARKS, 

The  Library  numbers  already  over  one  thousand  volumes;  acces- 
sions of  valuable  books,  both  for  reading  and  reference,  are  made  from 
time  to  time,  either  by  purchase  or  donation.  To  these  the  students 
have  access  weekly,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopt- 
ed by  the  Trustees. 

Two  Literary  Societies  for  the  gentlemen,  the  Athenian  and  Philome- 
iheqn,  and  one  for  the  ladies,  the  Adtlphian;  also,  a  Theological  So- 
ciety, have  been  formed,  and  are  in  successful  operation.  These  meet 
regularly  for  mutual  improvement  in  Debate,  Declamation,  Criticism 
and  Composition.  The  Theological  Society  has  already  a  good  Library  j 
of  over  300  volumes. 
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The  Trustees  will  open  a  Normal  School  for  the  special  education 
and  training  of  Teachers,  whenever  a  sufficient  number  of  students  ap- 
ply to  justify  the  additional  expense,  to  which  persons  possessing  the 
requisite  moral  and  literary  qualifications,  and  complying  with  the  pre- 
scribed conditions,  will  be  admitted,  without  regard  to  race,  color  or 
previous  condition.  This  will  be  separate  and  distinct  from  other  de- 
partments now  in  operation.  Students,  however,  in  the  other  depart- 
ments will  be  admitted,  if  they  desire  it,  on  the  same  conditions  as  per- 
sons not  connected  with  the  University.  Convenient  rooms  will  be 
furnished  for  the  use  ot  this  department  until  a  suitable  building  for 
the  purpose  shall  be  erected  and  completed.  Instructors  will  be  provi- 
ded  as  their  services  may  be  needed,  who  will  devote  tlieir  whole  time 
and  attention  to  the  Normal  students. 

Before  entering  the  Normal  School  each  person  must  give  satisfacto- 
ry evidence  of  good  moral  character,  and  of  having  made  suitable 
proficiency  in  Beading,  Orthography  and  Penmanship;  also  in  the  ele- 
mentary principles  of  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar  and  Geography  ; 
and  also  of  possessing  a  fair  capacity  for  teaching  and  governing. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of  ten  weeks  each.  The 
first  term  will  commence  on  the  second  Thursday  in  October,  and  the 
second  term  on  the  first  Thursday  in  January. 

Full  tuition,  $10.00  per  term;  incidentals,  $2.00.  There  will  be  an 
abatement  in  tuition  of  §5.00  per  term  to  any  student  who  will  sign  a 
written  pledge  of  guarantee  to  take  the  full  Normal  course  of  instruc- 
tion, and  to  teach  for  two  consecutive  years,  after  graduation  from  the 
Normal  School,  in  the  free  schools  of  the  State  of  Tennessee ;  in 
which  case  tuition  will  be  only  S5.00:  incidentals  82  00  per  term. 

The  design  of  this  department  will  be  to  impart  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  elementary  principles  of  each  branch  taught  in  the  free 
schools  of  the  State,  and  the  best  methods  of  teaching  them.  Lec- 
tures will  be  given  in  connection  with  teaching,  and  opportunities  for 
practical  teaching  will  be  given  to  the  students. 

The  course  of  instruction  will  be  subject  to  such  changes  as  by  expe- 
rience may  be  found  necessary  or  desirable.
